Five minutes later he 
returned and as he stepped into the 
house his daughter called him and 
suid that her mother needed him at 
once. He rushed upstairs and found 
‘that the woman, Bernice Palmer, had 
| come into the house look’mg for some 


‘one and had gone upstairs and par- | 


eded around the halls, drunk, with 
songs, swearing and threatening to 
shoot. Mrs. Goode had been ill for 
| several weeks and the shock threw 
her into hysterics. . Mr. Goode rush-

man down the back stairway and 
found her in the yard. He immediate- 
ly took her to the station where she 
wae locked uy On Monday morning 
she was broug!:t up and fined $50 and 
for raising a disturbance.

The work of in- 
staling machinery will be eompleted by 
the end of the year. ' While the 
pri \}- output of the mill will be 
raliroad ties other lumber also will be 
manufactured. The «timber limits of 
this company are not adjacent to the 
mill, but in the neighborhood of Obser- 
vatory Inlet. 

The situation of the mill is most 
pleasing indeezd it seems a pity ha‘ 
such a pictuesque cove should be 
given over to manufacturing purposes. 

Electric Light for Princo Rupert. 

By the new year Princes Rupert will 
have electric light. Tho electricity 
will ,be conveyed three miles from 
Seal Harbor, where it will be manufac- 
tured by the Tie & Timber Company. 
As waste from the saw-mill can be ut- 
ilized to supply mechanical enorgy, it 
is estimated that Prince Rupert can at 
present be lighted inore cheaply by the 
Tie & Timber Company than if the 
G. T. P. generated its own light.

There are four pasees by which the 
Grand Trunk Pacific might -come 
through ‘the Rocky Mountains, viz, 
the Peace, Pine, Wapiti and Yellow- 
head. Choi¢e has been made in favor 
of the Yellowhead, altitude, 3,266 fre. 
Thence to the coust @ water-grade can 
be procured by following the Frascr, 
Nechaco, Bulkley and -Skeena rivers.
